Minocqua, Wis., Oct. 21.—The five 
masked bandits who robbed the State 
bank of Minocqua held up the pursu­ 
ing sheriff’s posse, which surrounded 
them in the depot at H azelhurst, a 
few miles south of h e e , with rifles 
and escaped eastw ard toward a n ear­ 
by junction. 
The bandits started from H azelhurst 
at 7; 30 o’clock in the evening with 
♦he posse, swelled by about IOO vil­ 
lagers, half a mile in the rear. 
Since 
nothing has been heard of the posse, 
it is believed they have again sur­ 
rounded the fugitives. 
The bandits were located in Hazel­ 
hurst by the village m arshal, who 
swore in 
deputies, surrounded the 
building and sumn oned the sheriff, 
who was beating the nearby woods, in 
which it was believed the desperadoes 
were hidden. 
The sheriff approached the door of 
the depot and peered within. 
He saw 
men huddled in the corner of the room 
and knocked en the door. 
A rifle muz­ 
zle was shoved through the panel, 
while four other rifles, in answer to 
harsh commands issued within, were 
shoved through the windows to cover 
the balance of the surprised posse. 
The door opened and the bandits 
carnie out one by one, masked. 
They 
marched the posse into the middle of 
the street and walked backwards down 
the s t r e e t eastbound until they were 
swallowed up in tile gloom.

fired a f e w shots over tile heads of the 
huddled group. 
The sherif! used telephones to in­ 
form farmers throughout the country 
through which it is believed the ban­ 
dits are going.

APPROACHING TARIFF 


WAR WITH CANADA 


United States on Verge ot 


Trouble With Neighbor. 


Washington, 
Oct. 
21.—There 
are 
reasons for believing that the United 
States is approaching a tariff war 
with Canada. 
The daily newspapers of that coun­ 
try, from Vancouver and Victoria to 
Quebec, 
pronounced on the sub­ 
ject, and are engaged in the work of 
ttirring up a feeling of retaliation. 
Parliament will meet late in the win­ 
ter, when the discussion will be cen­ 
tered at Ottawa, and it. is the belief of 
W ashington that steps will then be 
taken, although of just what charac­ 
ter Is not known at this time, to “get 
even" with the United States for cer­ 
tain provisions contained in Section 
2 of the new Payne tariff law. 
Public m ea here say I hat it will be 
unfortunate for the United States if 
Canada should invite a tariff war, and 
yet they also say that it is difficult 
to see how Canada can do otherwise, 
in view of all the facts. 
Under the provisions of Section 2. 
above referred to, duties on all goods 
from Canada must go up 25 per cent 
on the first day of April, 1910, unless 
Canada shall place the United States 
on the same footing with Great Bri­ 
tain as to trade in that country. 
In case President Taft should be ad­ 
vised by the tariff board which he has 
nam ed th at there has been no “un­ 
due discrim ination” by Canada against 
this country, he may except Canada 
from the maximum features of the 
new law. 
In the face of the plain provisions 
of the law, however, there is grave 
doubt as to whether the tariff board 
will be able so to advise him, and so 
it happens th a t the situation is being 
viewed with a good deal of uneasiness 
by people In this city. 
Canada, as a part of the British em­ 
pire, naturally favors England in its 
tariffs, and has done so for years. The 
Payne law seem s to attem pt to force 
Canada Into refusing to continue this 
British preferential, and is thus what 
public men here call an unw arranted 
interference with Canadian policy. 
The United States, it is pointed out, 
claims the right to make such trade 
arrangem ents a3 it sees fit with Porto 
Rico, the Philippines and the canal 
zone. 
W hen Canada claims a sim ilar 
right as to G reat Britain the new 
tariff law says th at its m erchandise 
shall be subject to American maxi­ 
mum rates lf offered for Import. 
This 
is the inconsistency in the new law 
which threatens trouble, and trouble 
th at may easily prove very costly.

most emphatic protest that has yet 
been made against the Impending pa­ 
per tariff and indorsed a letter of ai>- 
peal to President Taft, asking that, a 
new investigation be made and the 
report of the Maim committee be 
adopted.

The girls, Ida and Minnie, swore 
th at they retired about 9*30 o’clock on 
the night th eir father w*as killed, but 
had seen nothing of their m other 
from the tim e they entered the house 
to go upstairs to bed until they heard 
her scream ing about 4 o’clock in the 
morning of May 13. 
The A rbogast girls w’ho took the 
w itness stand are well up Into young 
womanhood. 
Ida said she is twenty- 
two years old and Minnie is past eigh­ 
teen. 
They had been out of doors 
early in the evening and upon return­ 
ing wont directly to I heir room in 
the front of the house on the second 
floor. 
In answer to a question by County 
Attorney Richard D. O’Brien. Ida Ar- 
boeast said she went to bed without 
seeing her mother, and Minnie stated 
that she did not usually retire without 
saying good night, but she did it that 
night.

daughter said that she thought her 
motlier was in the dining room when 
che came in, and she did not want to 
disturb the company. 
Ida, who found hor mother in the 
room M'ith her dying father, described 
some of the incidents in the burning 
room, but failed to give direct an­ 
swers in some of the most vital points 
that required elucidation.

Everyw here I 
have been the people have talked 
Roosevelt to me. 
You worship him. 
There is nothing like It in Europe, 
such hero worship. 
And he deserves j 
it too. He is a trem endous figure.” 
“Do you believe he will be ranked I 
among the great statesm en of the 
world?” 
“Assuredly I do. 
We are still close 
to him, however, and It is hard to 
tell. 
Certainly we have no one like 
him in Europe today.” 
Speaking of the difference between 
the English and the American tem per­ 
am ent, he said: 
“The Englishm an is a bom pessi­ 
mist. 
He is never content w ith sur­ 
face indications; he is alw ays looking 
beneath 
to 
find 
som ething 
rotten, 
something warping, something wrong; 
he is never sure th at he is prosperous, 
no m atter how rich he is. 
“You Americans, on the other hand, 
are radical optimists. A glance at the 
surface satisfies you. 
Every one of 
you believes that America is the great­ 
est country in the world and that 
Americans are the greatest people. 
You are taken up with dream s of a 
great future. 
Should Produce Great Composer. 
“And I believe th at the fu tu re of 
America is great. 
You should pro­ 
duce the next great musical composer 
here. 
I do not know th a t you will, 
but you should, for you have all the 
elements—a Teutonic strain, a Slavonic 
strain and a fine enthusiasm every­ 
where. ‘T he two greatest artists of re­ 
cent years were Americans, W histler 
and Sargent. 
And your standards In 
the higher fields of culture are grow ­ 
ing yearly.” 
A fter visiting the U niversity of Chi­ 
cago Lord Northcliffe said: 
“John D. 
Rockefeller could make no b etter use 
of his vast wealth than the founding 
of your wonderful university. 
You 
should appreciate your rich men—for 
the wise use of their millions.” 
H e was asked his opinion of J. Pier- 
poot Morgan. 
“J. Pierpout Morgan?” he replied. 
“Why. if he had lived in the middle 
ages he would have been another Lo­ 
renzo de* Medici—another Lorenzo the 
Magnificent.”
